modate you with a Knife, which when you 
have gotten, hold it in ſuch manner as that you may 
cover the whole Knife with both your hands, the 
end of the haft excepted,and ſet the point of it un- 
to your eye,and ſay,ſome body ſtrike it in with his 
fiſt, but no body will, becauſe tt is ſo dangerous a 
thing : then ſet your hands upon the Table, and 
looking about you, ſay, why, what will no body 
ſtrike it in, in which time let the knite flip downe 
into your lap.

Now this contederate to make the 
matter ſeem more ſtrange, will tume and fret} asking 
how hee ſhould come by it, till having found the 
marke, hee will conteſic it bee none of his, wondring 
at his skill how he ſhould ſend it thither .: and all the 
reſt be taken with a reall adminiſtration of his extraor- 
dinary cunning. |

He Jugler drawes a Counter out of his pocket, 
and ſaith to the company, Sce here is a Counter, 
take it who pleaſe, and let him phillip it up and I will 
by my cunning tell you whither crofle or pile be þ- 
permoſt by the very ſound, tor you thall hood-winke 
me. Now there are thrce or four or more contederates 
in the place, who ſecming ſtrangers as well as the reſt, 
will 
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will be very importunate to have the philliping it, and 
betore one of thele ſhall have it, who by ſome ſigne 
of the fingers or countenance {( foreknowne to the 
Jugler) do give him infotmation after he is demanded, 
Ot-the ſame nature is that tricke formerly mentioned 
_ the booke, and called, The decollation of Fobz Bap- 
tift. 

To make one dance naked is a tricke of the ſame na- 
ture, for the party before hand is agreed to doe it, and 
allo the-manner and circumſtances : So that the Jugler 
to blindthe people, pronounceth ſundry words to ſuch 
a perſon, he then begins to rave like a madde man, and 
put his clothes off with a kind of violent careleſleneſle, 


| though,God knowes,the party knowes as well what he 


doth, as your ſelfe that reades it. 

Atter the ſame manner ſhall you know what mo- 
ney another hath in his purſe, and caſting money into- 
a pond, and finding it under a ſtone or threſhold in 
another place, Alto to make a peece of money to leap 
out of a cup and run to another, by means of a {mall hair 
faſtened to the money , which haire the Confederate 
guideth , with a multitude of ſuch like ſtrange feats, 
which may ſeem impoſſible to the judgment of the 
common people to be effefted without the afliſtance ot 
the devill, or ſome familiar, which to nominate 1s net- 
ther necdfull, nor will my occaſions permit ſo much let- 
ſure as todo it.
